Kersenvlaai. 

“Vlaai, vlaai. Soklcer op de vlaai. Ik wool det ik 
der ein stokske van had, al was det stokske nog 
zoo klein. Dao mot waal sokker op zeen”. 

(Vlaai, vlaai. sugar on the vlaai. I wish I had a 
little piece of it. And even if that piece was very 
small, it does have to have sugar on top). 

Of course it rhymes in 
Limburgs, but you get the 
gist. It is an old traditional 
children's song from the 
Limburg region and it 
showcases how much they 
like their vlaai (and quite 
honestly, what a sweet 
tooth they have!). 

Vlaaien are century old 
delicacies, created or at 
least first recorded by the 
Germanic tribes that roamed the area. They used 
to bake flatbreads with an elevated rim and 
topped those breads with fmits, honey or fruit 
juices. 

The fruit vlaaien that are baked nowadays in 
Limburg still follow pretty much the same format: 
A yeast or bread dough is used to line a shallow 
baking pan, fmit puree or chopped up fruit is 
packed in between the sides and the vlaai is either 
baked with a lattice top, streusel or no top at all. 
During the winter, fresh fruit was not always 
available. Fortunately, the thrifty Limburg 
housewife had plenty of canned fmits in her food 
pantry so the production and availability of 
vlaaien never stopped. Which was just as well, 
because vlaaien are, or used to be, a mainstay in 
the Limburg household. 

Sunday coffee dates, birthdays, funerals, 
weddings, county fairs, you name it, any reason 
was good enough to bring out the large pie plates 
(there was often more than one vlaai to choose 
from) and share a piece, or two. 

Even better, nowadays you can purchase a single 
serve vlaai: A whole small vlaai all to yourself!! 
The kersenvlaai was a pie that would often appear 
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Even Bijpraten 


during winter times. It is a fruit that benefits from 
being canned and stored for a little while, so it can 
release all its beautiful sweetness and juices. 

The cherries used here are canned, dark, sweet 
cherries. Use a 25cm fluted pie dish for a large 
pie, or four 10cm ones for single serves. 

Ingredients: 

2 M2 cups all purpose flour 

2 teaspoons active dry yeast 
2/3 cup milk, warm 

3 tablespoons butter, softened 
2 tablespoons sugar 

1 egg, beaten 
A pinch of salt 

2 cans dark sweet cherries (16 oz each) 

1 heaped tablespoon cornflower 

1 tablespoon sugar 

3 tablespoons panko or breadcrumbs 

2 tablespoons coarse sugar for decorating 

Knead the flour, yeast, milk, butter, 
sugar and half of the beaten egg into 
a soft dough. Grease a bowl, add the 
dough, cover and let it rise in a 
warm area for about 45 minutes. 

In the meantime, drain the cherries and roughly 
chop them once or twice. Make sure you look for 
possible cherry pits that may have sneaked their 
way into the can! 

Remove two tablespoons from the juice, which 
you set aside. Put the remainder (you should have 
about a cup and a half) and the sugar to a 
saucepan and bring it up to a simmer. 

Stir the two tablespoons of juice with the 
cornstarch into a slurry and add that to the juice. 
Bring to the boil while stirring: When the sauce 
thickens and changes color, fold in the cherries. 
Let it cool. 

Preheat the oven to 150C. 

Divide the dough into six pieces (or leave it in 
one piece if you want to make one big one). Roll 
the dough out, line each buttered form with the 

dough. Roll the other two 
pieces to cut strips of 
dough. Cover and let rise 
for about 15-20 minutes 
until the dough is puffy. 
Prick holes in the dough 
with the tines of a fork. 
Sprinkle a little bit of 
breadcrumbs in each 
form, and divide the 
cherries over them. 

Cover with the lattice. 


Brush the rim and the lattice with the remaining 
egg and sprinkle some coarse sugar over the top. 
Bake for about 18-20 minutes for small pies, or 
25 - 30 minutes for a large one. 

Keep an eye on the lattice: If it starts to brown 
prematurely, cover it with some aluminum foil. 
Cool on a rack.

Round-up (Glysophate) banned in the Netherlands. 

The Netherlands has just become 
the latest country, following 
Russia, Mexico, and many others, 
to say no to Monsanto. The sale 
and use of glyphosate-based 
herbicides (the most commonly 
used herbicides in the world) has 
just been banned for non¬ 
commercial use in the 
country, effective later this year. 
This means that people will no 
longer be able to spray RoundUp 
on their lawns and gardens and will 
instead have to find another 
(hopefully more natural) means of 
pest control. 

This is definitely a step in the right direction. 

The move comes as no surprise, considering that the number of countries around the world who are 
choosing to ban this product is growing at an exponential rate. Bans and restrictions are being implemented 
due to the fact that glyphosate (the main ingredient in RoundUp) has been directly linked to several major 
health issues, including: birth defects, nervous system damage, Alzheimers, Parkinson’s, various forms of 
cancer, and kidney failure. (Sri Lanka recently cited deadly kidney disease as their reason for banning his 
product. Indeed. 

The World Health Organization recently acknowledged the fact that glyphosate can cause cancer, and you 
can read more about that on their website. 

Not only that, there are multiple environmental concerns associated with the use of this chemical. 

What’s even more disturbing is the fact that studies have shown that RoundUp herbicide is over one 
hundred times more toxic than regulators claim. For example, a new study published in the journal 
Biomedical Research International shows that Roundup herbicide is 125 times more toxic than its active 
ingredient glyphosate studied in isolation. The eye opening abstract reads as follows: 

“Pesticides are used throughout the world as mixtures called formulations. They contain adjuvants, 
which are often kept confidential and are called inerts by the manufacturing companies, plus a declared 
active principle, which is usually tested alone. We tested the toxicity of 9 pesticides, comparing active 
principles and their formulations, on three human cell lines. Glyphosate, isoproturon,fluroxypyr, 
pirimicarb, imidacloprid, acetamiprid, tebuconazole, epoxiconazole, andprochloraz constitute, 
respectively, the active principles of 3 major herbicides, 3 insecticides, and 3 fungicides. Despite its 
relatively benign reputation, Roundup was among the most toxic herbicides and insecticides tested. Most 
importantly, 8 formulations out of 9 were up to one thousand times more toxic than their active 
principles. Our results challenge the relevance of the acceptable daily intake for pesticides because this 
norm is calculated from the toxicity of the active principle alone. Chronic tests on pesticides may not 
reflect relevant environmental exposures if only one ingredient of these mixtures is tested alone. ” 

Equally disturbing is the fact that RoundUp has been found in a very high percentage of air and rainfall test 
samples. 

Significant concentrations of it have also been found in the urine of people across Europe. 

One recent study published in the Journal of Environmental & Analytical Toxicology has now proven that 
animals and humans who consume GMO foods - those that are loaded with glyphosate chemicals, the main 
ingredient in Monsanto’s RoundUp - have extremely high levels of glyphosate in their urine. 

It’s also noteworthy to mention that there are Wikileaks documents showing how the United States planned 
to “retaliate and cause pain” on countries who were refusing GMOs. 

It’s troubling to think that so many children are within proximity of and playing on lawns that have been 
sprayed with this stuff. 

Cancer is not a mystery, it is not a stroke of bad luck, it’s time for the world to wake up and realize what 
research has been confirming for years.

MAAS AND WAAL DRINKS 

(formerly known as End of Month Drinks) 

Hello Everybody! 

27th November saw the last End of Month Drinks (EoM) in Neerlandia’s old Clubhouse. On that occasion 
we advised the present patrons that, once we had moved into our new Clubhouse at the Rhein Donau Club, 
the name of this monthly event would be changed to Maas & Waal Borrel (M&WB). 

Why this name change? The Rhein and the Donau are two large rivers that flow through Germany and that 
made us think that it would be appropriate to name our monthly drinks gathering after the two big rivers 
that flow through the Netherlands: The Maas and the Waal. 

The move from Cambridge Street to North Lake Road in Myaree, is a perfect opportunity to adjust a few 
routines; adjustments based on experience, gathered over five years of End of Month Drinks. 

The name change not only refers to the Netherlands, it also gives the organizers a bit more flexibility to not 
necessarily have the party on the last Friday of the month. 

In 2015 the last Friday of the moment occurred five times at the start of a long weekend, which had a 
negative effect on this social function as far as number of visitors was concerned. We now have more 
flexibility in choosing a more suitable date if a long weekend follows the last Friday in the month. A 
perfect example is 25 March: The last Friday in March happens to be Good Friday. 

For that reason March M&WB will be held on Friday 18 March! 

The character of the evening will also slightly change. The M&WB will give the patrons the opportunity to 
enjoy Dutch meals in the restaurant that comes with the Rhein Donau Club. The Chef, Rudi Otte, 
previously owned and worked in three restaurants in the Netherlands and consequently the Dutch kitchen 
has no secrets for him. 

Initially Rudi will prepare and sell the same snacks that were available in the old Dutch Clubhouse at 
Cambridge Street. However, over the months to come, Rudi is interested to hear from you what Dutch meal 
or snack you are hanging out for! Once we are established, and once we are all used to each other, a variety 
of ever changing Dutch meals will be available. Until such times the kitchen will provide the Dutch snacks 
that you are used to in addition to delicious German dishes. 

As I said, for the first few months we all have to find our ground, yet, once we are routinely coming to the 
M&WB, you will find behind the bar Heineken on tap. We looked around for Grolsch but that is not 
available on tap. 

Again, for the time being Heineken en Grolsch in bottles will be sold and after a few months the Rhein 
Donau Club will invest in Heineken from the tap. We are also looking at having additional Dutch bar staff 
on those M&WB. 

Something else that we have learned over the past five years is that it is very hard to organize children and 
toys on our monthly get-together. But, as it is important to us that children too, enjoy themselves while 
visiting the Neerlandia get-together, we decided to concentrate more on games than on toys. 

Neerlandia will initially provide the sjoelbakken and once all is running smoothly, we’ll invest in, for 
instance, a table football game. We would like to encourage parents to bring games and books that can be 
enjoyed and shared on the night. Afterwards those items should be taken home again. 

The last piece of news is that on those Friday nights of the M&WB, a variety of luxury Dutch products will 
be available to buy by way of Fundraiser for the Club. Products like borrelnootjes, geboortemuisjes and 
other specialities and other more luxury products will be sold and the proceeds will go to Neerlandia. Give 
us a bit of time to get organized and it will all happen. 

We, the organization, has thought long and hard about how to apply necessary changes to make the 
M&WB a pleasant experience for all patrons. It is an adventure for all of us; for Neerlandia, for Rhein 
Donau and for the Members and visitors of both clubs. Give it time, give us feedback and we’ll have it all 
worked out by the second half of 2016. 

We are looking forward to seeing you on the coming Maas & Waal Borrels. The Maas & Waal Borrel is 
organized by Dutch for Dutch yet, from 5.30pm onwards, everyone is very welcome in the Edelweiss Hall 
of the Rhein Donau Club, 110 North Lake Road, Myaree.

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The Shoe City of Waalwijk 


Waalwijk is a municipality and a city in the province of 
North Brabant and lies between Tilburg and 
's-Hertogenbosch. It had a population of 46,495 in 2014 
and it is located near the motorways A59 and N261. 

The villages of Capelle, Vrijhoeve-Capelle, Sprang and 
Waspik together with the city of Waalwijk form the 
municipality of Waalwijk. 

Waalwijk received city rights in 1203. 

History: 

The oldest recordings about Waalwijk were from early in the 12th century, when the village was called 
Walwic. That village was built on a sandy ridge, which is nowadays the “Langstraat”. This sandy ridge was 
surrounded by swamps, which were dug out for peat and exported via the Walwic harbour. 

Waalwijk was built on the border of the then existing provinces of Brabant and Holland, which caused a lot 
of problems over the centuries as parts of the city often changed between those two provinces and at one 
stage the border ran right through the town church and only half the church was renovated. 

Economy: 

Originally the inhabitants produced peat, hay and gravel, all for export to the larger cities. 

Then leather tanning was taken up by the farmers due to the presence of plenty of Oak bark, cowhides and 

fresh running water. 

During the beginning of the 18th century this activity blossomed and leather 
industry and shoe manufacturing industries were established. 

Towards the end of the 19th century Waalwijk had 31 shoe factories that 
produced 3,750,000 thousand pairs of shoes annually. 

However, due to competition from countries with low wages the industry 
declined rapidly and most of the factories were relocated to these countries as 
Former shoe factory we p Presently very few remain in Waalwijk. 

\ an aien. From 1937 to 1990 the well-known stocking manufacturer “Seta” occupied the 

building of a former shoe factory to produce their products.

The Dutch Leather and Shoe Museum. 

This was set up in the middle of the 20th century by a man called Antoon Hendriks, a teacher of 
shoemaking and shoe collector. In 1953 he put on an exhibition of his footwear, leather and fashion and it 

was so well received that a group of industrialists set up the 
Waalwijk Museum Foundation to provide a permanent venue for 
Hendriks to show his collection. The Shoe and Leather Industry 
Museum at the Kloosterwerf in Waalwijk opened it's doors on July 
31st 1954. The building was so small that hardly more than ten 
people could enter the exhibition space simultaneously! It wasn’t 
until 1960 that a more suitable space was found in a house that 
used to belong to leather manufacturer Witlox at the Grotestraat. 
This building also proved to be too small to accommodate the fast- 
growing collection. In 1983 the Waalwijk local councel provided 
The Leather and Shoe Museum q ie opportunity to rent the former Pinocchio shoe factory. 


Shopping and tourism: 

The city has an old town center, which has recently 
been modernized. There are also quite a few hotels 
and cafe’s with the ever popular terraces. 

Santa Run: 

Santa Run is an annual fundraising event for charity 
held just before Christmas. It is a very popular event 
during which great masses of people dress up as 
Santa and run, jog, walk or skip a set course. 

In 2014 over 3000 people participated, many from 
out of town.
